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CEREAL  CROPS 

Estimates  of  grain  production  now  available  for  Jugoslavia  indicate 
a  wheat  crop  one  per  cent  "below  the  large  crop  of  last  year  "but  larger  than 
any  other  year  since  the  war.    Other  grains  crops  show  increases  over  the 
large  crops  of  1S25. 

With  the  Yugoslav  estimates,  production  forecasts  and  estimates  of 
wheat  and  rye  are  now  available  for  almost  the  entire  northern  Hemisphere 
exclusive  of  Russia  and  China.    Wheat  figures  are  now  available  for  countries 
which  in  1925  produced  98  per  cent  of  the  northern  Hemisphere  crop  exclusive 
of  Russia  and  China  and  for  con-tries  in  Europe  also  which  last  year  produced 
98.  per  cent  of  the  European  crop.    The  tot  a",  irie&fc  reported  is  one  per  cent 
above  final  estimates  for  the  same  countries  last  year,  and  the  erop^ reported 
in  European  countries  is  8  ner  cent  below  production  in  those  countries  m 
1925. 

Eye  figures  are  available  for  countries  which  last  year  produced  94^  per 
cent  of  the  world  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  and  European  fig-ares  for  countries 
producing  96  per  cent  of  last  yearns  European  crop.    Ihe  total  world  crop  oO 
far  reported  this  year  is  14  per  cent  below  estimates  for  those  countries  last 
year  and  the  European  countries 'reporting  also  have  a  crop  14  per  cent  Deiow 
the  crop  of  those  countries  last  year.

The  preliminary  forecast  for  Egypt  is  1,407,000  bales  of  478  pounds 
net,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agricul- 
ture.   A  despatch  to  the  Associated  Press  gives  the  Sakel  crop  at  about 
593,000  bales  and  other  varieties  815,000  bales.    Last  year  the  production 
was  1,629,000  bales  of  which  728,000  bales  were  Sakel. 

In  Anglo-Egyptian  Sudan  the  Gash  river  floods  were  reported  to  be 
satisfactory  the  last  of  August,  according  to  the  London  Times.    The  river 
was  running  all  during  July  and  at  the  end  of  that  month  about  7,000  acres 
of  the  delta  (in  Kassala)  were  sufficiently  watered.    If  the  flood  continues 
equally  good  during  August  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  25,000  acres 
under  cotton. 

Telegraphic  reports  received  by  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  for 
the  week  ending  September  11  state  that  in  Bombay  continuous  and  excessive 
rain  in  some  sections  damaged  the  cotton  crop  but  in  other  sections  conditions 
were  generally  good.    In  Madras  and  the  United  Provinces  standing  crops  were 
generally  fair. 

Condition  on  September  1  in  Punjab,  India,  is  94  per  cent  of  normal 
and  prospects  are  good  although  too  much  rain  and  floods  have  caused  some 
damage,  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agricul- 
ture.   No  similar  report  is  available  for  September  last  year  but  on 
August  1,  1925  the  condition  in  Punjab  was  101  per.  cent  of  normal-  Production 
in  that  province  last  year  is  estimated  at  713,000  bales  of  478  pounds. 

In  Adana  the  first  sample  of  the  new  season's  crop  was  marketed  the 
latter  part  of  July  and  is  said  to  indicate  a  crop  of  much  better  quality 
than  last  year,  according  to  Vice  Vonsul  Jordan  at  Constantinople.    The  crop 
is  expected  to  be  larger  than  last  year. 

In  Uganda,  Eastern  Provinces,  cotton  planting  is  finished;  the  area 
sown  does  not  differ  much  from  that  of  last  year  and  the  weather  has  been 
generally  favorable  according  to  a  cablegram  from  the  International  Institute 
of  Agriculture.    In  Buganda  Province,  planting  is  progressing  favorably. 
Last  year  the  production  of  all  Uganda  was  136,000  bales  of  478  pounds.

I1TCBEASE  III  SICILIA1T  FILBERT  CROP:     The  1926  Sicilian  filbert  crop  is 
placed  at  11,023,000  pounds  as  compared  with  9,921,000  in  1925  and  10,141,000 
in  1924.    The  quality  of  the  crop  is  said  to  be  good  but  many  of  the  nuts  con- 
tinue to  be  infected  with  insects,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Edward  I. 
ITathan  at  Palermo . 

GOOD  CROP  TALlTUTS  SOUTHER!  ITALY:     The  1926  walnut  crop  of  Southern^ 
Italy  is  reported  to  be  very  good  and  of  full  normal  sice,  says  Consul  W.  H. 
Schott  at  ITaplcs.    The  crop  has  been  delated  about  two  weeks  by  rains.  The 
Sorrento  grade  will  be  ready  for  harvest  during  the  last  two  weeks  of  Septem- 
ber.   The  Paesani  grade  will  all  be  harvested  by  September  10  but  the  wild 
Mountain  grade  will  not  be  harvested  until  the  end  of  September. 

YUGOSLAV  PRUNES  POORER  QUALITY:     The  prunes  of  the  1926  harvest  in 
Yugoslavia  are  expected  to  be  juicy  and  floshy  but  with  a  smaller  percentage 
of  sugar,  according  to  a  report  from  Consul  Patton  at  3elgrade,  forwarded 
from  the  office  of  Trade  Commissioner  Livengood  at  Rome.    The  lower  sugar 
content  is  accounted  for  by  the  excessive  rains  during  the  growing  season. 
Belgrade  merchants  believe  that  slow  drying  may  overcome  much  of  this  defect. 
The  weather  during  the  latter  part  of  August  was  warm  and  sunny  and  this  was 
expected  to  help  the  normal  ripening  of  the  fruit. 

MALAGA  RAISDT  CROP  REDUCED:    The  1926  raisin  crop  of  the  Malaga  dis- 
trict will  amount  to  only  about  20,000,000  pounds  according  to  advices  re- 
ceived from  the  office  of  Trade  Commissioner  Livengood  at  Rome.    This  is 
about  one- third  less  than  the  1925  crop.    The  quality  of  the  crop  is  a  little 
below  that  of  last  year  and  the  fruit  is  smaller  in  size  because  of  lack  of 
rain  in  some  parts  of  the  district.    The  harvest  started  about  the  middle  of 
August  which  is  about  two  weeks  earlier  than  normal.    Exports  were  expected 
to  begin  about  the  first  of  September.    There  were  practically  no  raisins 
carried  over  from  last  season. 

MALAGA  PIG  CROP  GOOD  QUALITY:    The  1926  fig  crop  of  the  Malaga  district 
in  Spain  is  now  estimated  at  approximated  19,800,000  pounds,  about  the  same 
volume  as  that  of  1925,  according  to  a  report  received  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Consul  R.  W.  Baker  at  that  post.    The  crop  earlier  in  the 
season  gave  promise  of  being  considerably  larger  than  that  of  the  past  year 
but  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions  some  of  the  fruit  fell  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  net  result  of  the  harvest  will  be  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
The  quality  of  the  crop  is  good.    Harvesting  began  during  the  last  days  of 
July  but  the  height  of  the  export  season  will  not  be  reached  until  the  last 
two  reeks  in  September.    Some  quantities  of  low  grade  figs,  pressed  into  "mats 
and  intended  for  industrial  purposes  have  been  sent  to  the  United  States.  The 
price  quoted  was  72^.  per  box  of  22  pounds.    There  have  also  been  shipments  of 
the  Paneta  grade  packed  in  the  Fraga  style  in  22  pound  boxes  at  $1.02  per  box 
and  of  the  Turon  grade.    Smyrna  pack,  at  $2.64  per  22  pound  box.    These  prices 
are  all  f .o.b.  Malaga.    The  Paneta  and  Turon  grades  are  both  exported  for  tabl 
use,  the  former  usually  to  England  and  the  countries  of  continental  Europe  and 
the  latter  to  South  America.    The  United  Sta/tcs  is  not  a  heavy  buyer  of  Spams 
figs  for  tabel  use,  the  Smyrna  variety  being  preferred  in  xt.\q  market.

SWEDISH  FRUIT  BELOW  AVERAGE  I     The  1926  fruit  crop  of  Sweden  is 
expected  to  "be  considerably  below  average,  according  to  Consul  Saraual 
G,  Ebling  at  Stockholm.,     Cold  and  rainy  weather  which  accompanied 
blossoming  prevented  bees  and  other  insects  from  performing  their  func- 
tions in  connection  with  pollination.     Hence  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  flowers  Here  not  fertilized.     The  apple,  pear  and  plum  crops  in 
almost  all  producing  districts  will  be  considerably  below  average, 

ERUIT  CROP  IMPROVES  IN  NIAGARA  PENINSULA,  CANADA J     There  was  a 
slight  improvement  in  the  fruit  crop  in  the  Niagara  Peninsula  during  the 
month  of  August,  according  to  Vice  Consul  C.  E*  B*  Payne  at  Niagara 
Palls.     Several  weeks  ago  the  peach  crop  was  estimated  at  60  per  cent 
normal,  grapes  and  plums  good  and  apples  only  fair.     The  absence  of  any 
violent  storms  since  then  and  adequate  rainfall  has  been  beneficial. 
Some  fruit  growers  assert  this  to  be  the  first  season  in  the  history  of 
the  district  so  free  from  storms  during  the  ripening  period.     In  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  peninsula  the  peach  crop  is  very  heavy,  requiring 
thinning  in  many  orchards,  but  the  western  portion  of  the  crop  is  said 
to  be  much  lighter.     Pears,  except  Keifers,  will  be  light.    All  varieties 
of  plums  promise  a  heavy  yield;  early  apples  are  a  fair  crop  while  the 
later  varieties  are  reported  light*    An  exceptionally  heavy  crop  of 
grapes  is  anticipated.     It  is  believed  that  there  will  be  fully  50  per 
cent  more  than  in  1925,  or  approximately  36,000,000  pounds.     The  season 
this  year  is  later  than  usual  and  some  loss  from  early  frost  is  feared  by 
the  growers. 


LITTLE  CHANGE  IN  EUROPEAN  ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS 

There  was  little  change  in  the  economic  situation  in  the  principal 
European  countries  during  August,  although  the  tendency  seems  to  be  in  the 
direction  of  improvement,  according  to  reports  from  the  Department  of 
Commerce  and  other  sources.     In  the  United  Kingdom  the  coal  strike  still 
continues  but  prospects  of  a  settlement  seem  to  be  better  than  at  any 
other  time  during  the  strike.     Optimism  is  expressed  in  some  industrial 
quarters  but  conditions  are  still  very  depressed  in  most  industries*  The 
outlook  in  Germany  is  slowly  but  gradually  improving.    Plans  for  the 
stabilization  of  the  franc  are  going  forward  in  Prance  and  in  the  meantime 
the  franc  has  remained  relatively  firm#     Government  restrictions  on 
financial  and  economic  activity,  initiated  to  improve  Italy's  balance  of 
international  payments,  have  resulted  in  a  firmer  tone  of  the  Italian  lire 
on  the  exchange  market.

Great  Britain 

The  coal  strike  deadlock  which  has  dragged  on  from  month  to  month 
has  made  little  apparent  progress  toward  adjustment  but  the  feeling  prevails 
that  industrial  and  public  needs  demand  an  early  settlement  and  that  it  will 
he  effected  in  the  near  future.    A  plan  that  is  now  being  advanced  suggests 
a  compromise  "between  the  mine  owners1  insistence  upon  district  agreements 
and  the  miners'  demand  that  any  agreement  reached  must  he  on  a  national  oasis. 
The  thought  behind  the  new  plan  is  that  agreements  may  he  drawn  according  to 
conditions  obtaining  in  the  various  districts  and  then  to  he  agreed  upon 
nationally.     It  is  generally  conceded  that  about  50,000  miners  have  returned 
to  work  in  disregard  of  the  orders  of  their  unions. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  British  unemployment  registers  on 
August  31  was  1,549,800  as  compared  with  1,605,500  on  July  26.    Ever  since 
the  beginning  of  the  coal  difficulty,  however,  the  unemployment  figure  has 
compared  very  unfavorably  with  the  figure  before  the  beginning  of  the  strike. 
The  number  of  unemployed  at  the  end  of  May  was  1,034,000, 

The  iron  and  steel  industry  remains  inactive  and  shipbuilding  is 
still  depressed,  although  the  latter  is  showing  some  improvement.     Ship  build- 
ing on  the  Clyde  is  28  per  cent  below  last  year's  level,  according  to  Edwin 
Smith,  Department  of  Agriculture  representative  in  Europe,  Engineering 
activity  has  held  its  own  and,  considering  abnormal  conditions,  sales  are 
said  to  be  surprisingly  good.    The  textile  industry  is  more  optimistic. 
Cloth  production  in  August  was  estimated  at  about  60  per  cent  of  capacity. 
However,  Mr.  Smith  states  that  in  the  Liverpool  district  the  cotton  industry 
is  in  a  very  depressed  state.    With  confidence  maintained  in  the  raw  -tfool 
position  and  values,  good  business  is  expected  to  follow  the  settlement  of 
the  coal  dispute.    The  hide  and  leather  trade,  although  lacking  briskness, 
is  showing  some  improvement.    Hide  prices  have  been  considered  high  by 
tanners  and  buying,  therefore,  has  not  been  as  active  as  had  been  hoped. 

Scarcity  of  good  fruit  of  all  kinds  has  caused  the  high  apple  prices 
prevailing  in  England  recently,  says  Mr.  Smith.    He  believes  that,  in  view 
of  the  unsatisfactory  economic  conditions  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  British 
market  can  absorb  only  limited  quantities  of  apples  at  the  present  prices. 

August  imports  showed  an  increase  of  nearly  £804,000  over  the  July 
valuation,  while  the  increase  over  August  1925  was  nearly  £9,500,000.  For- 
eign coal,  of  course,  figures  to  a  very  great  extent  in  the  increased  im- 
portations.   British  exports  during  August  were  far  below  the  valuation  of 
the  previous  month.

Germany 

German  production  and  trade  have  enjoyed  a  course  of  steady  improve- 
ment throughout  August  and  the  first  half  of  September,    Heavy  industries 
are  awaiting  the  outcome  of  the  iron  cartel  negotiations  and  the  British 
coal  strike.    It  is  believed  that  the  British  coal  strike  has  given  the 
Ruhr  industries  sufficient  momentum  to  ensure  good  business  until  the  coming 
spring.    The  outlook  in  general  in  Germany  is  improving  slowly  and  steadily, 
states  G.  C.  Haas,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Berlin*    The  course  of 
stock  prices  has  been  upward  since  the  end  of  last  year*    Prices  of  goods 
sensitive  to  business  changes  are  increasing*    Imports  of  raw  material  and 
semi-manufactured  goods  are  increasing  as  well  as  production  of  basic  raw 
materials*    Business  failures  have  decreased  since  February  and  unemployment, 
although  still  high,  is  now  decreasing  slightly.    Improvement  of  the  German 
economic  situation  would  be  accelerated  by  the  stabilization  of  the  French, 
Belgian  and  Italian  currencies*    The  immediate  demand  for  American  cotton 
will  be  influenced  favorably  by  present  low  mill  stocks,  while  the  longer 
time  demand  aspect,  although  gradually  improving,  will  probably  be  at  a 
low  level  for  some  months* 

Prance 

The  French  cabinet  is  still  at  work  on  plans  for  stabilization  and 
in  the  meantime  the  franc  has  made  considerable  recovery  and  remained  fairly 
stable*    The ^attitude  of  business  is  cautious,  notwithstanding  various  de- 
velopments which  have  inspired  confidence.    Manufacturers  are  beginning  to 
make  concessions  both  with  regard  to  prices  and  dates  of  delivery.    It  is 
expected  that  a  domestic  loan  of  3,000,000,000  francs  to  be  devoted  to  the 
internal  debt  amortization  fund,  will  be  floated  early  in  October.  There 
was  a  marked  decline  in  wholesale  prices,  the  general  index  at  the  end  of 
July  being.  856  and  at  the  end  of  August  785.    The  lower  cost  in  francs  of 
imported  material  is  said  to  be  responsible  for  the  decline.    The  Paris  re- 
tail index  showed  an  increase,  at  587.    Coal  production  continues  high  with 
a  July  output  of  4,381,000  metric  tons.    The  production  of  iron  and  steel 
is  also  high.    Conditions  in  the  textile  plants  are  in  general  only  rela- 
tively satisfactory* 

Italy 

The  firmer  tone  of  the  Italian  lira  in  the  exchange  market  was  the 
first  effect  of  the  various  Government  restrictions  on  financial  and  econ- 
omic activity  lately  initiated  to  improve  Italy's  balance  of  international 
payments.    Exchange  operations  in  banks  which  would  involve  an  exodus  of 
the  lira  from  the  country,  are  curtailed  and  brought  to  a  minimum.  The 
regulation  of  bread  making  is  expected  to  affect  adversely  our  balance  of 
trade  with  Italy,  as  American  wheat  exports  constitute  a  large  portion  of

our  shipments  to  that  country.-  The  status  of  the  cotton  industry  is  some- 
what involved  on  account  of  the  prices  paid  for  raw  material  which  were  con- 
siderably above  present  market  levels.     Money  stringency  persists  and  in 
Genoa  it  is  expected  to  increase' during  the  next  three  months  on  account  of 
the  cotton  industry's  requirements. 

Belgium 

No  radical  change  is  apparent  in'  the  general  economic,  corxiercial  and 
industrial  situation  in  Belgium.    Domestic  trade  and  industry  continue  to  be 
cautious.    Buyers  are  placing  only  small  orders  which  are  frequently  renewed, 
while  awaiting  a  definite  indication  of  the  results  of  the  Government's  at- 
tempts to  improve  the  condition  of  the  franc.    Because  of  the  low  value  of 
the  franc,  imports  from  countries  which  are  on  a  gold  basis, are  very  dull. 
Goal  mining  and  shipping  continue  extremely  active.    With  the  drop  in  ex- 
change the  cost-of-living  index  is  rising,  making  it  harder  for  the  local 
industry  to  meet  its  operating  charges  since  wages  must  be  raised  constantly. 
A  further  increase  in  coal  miners'  wages  has  been  granted,  making  a  total 
increase  of  30  per  cent  since  June  1,     Wages  of  Antwerp  port  workers  have 
likewise  been  increased. 

Czechoslovakia  and  Austria 

Industrial  stagnation  continues  in  Czechoslovakia  and  declines  in 
French  and  Belgian  exchange  have  aggravated  the  unsatisfactory  aspect  of 
foreign  trade.    As  an  indirect  result  of  the  British  strike,  there  was  a 
slight  increase  in  Czechoslovak  coal  exports.    Domestic  consumption,  however, 
was  below  normal  and  no  improvement  is  expected.    An  acute  depression  in  the 
textile  industry  and  the  cesso.tion  of  German  yarn  purchases  have  occurred. 
Iron  and  steel  industries  are  slack  and  all  consuming  branches  are  operating 
part  time,  excepting  automobile  factories.    The  dissolution  of  the  steel 
cartel  with  Austria  is  subject  to  further  negotiations  and  an  extension  of 
the  past  agreement  is  probable. 

There  was  apparently  little  change  in  the  industrial  trade  depression 
in  Austria  during  August.    An  increase  in  orders  in  textiles,  iron  and  steel, 
as  well  as  electro- technical  industries  is  considered  .a  sign  of  improvement. 
Austrian  industries  expect  to  derive  favorable  results  from  the  upward  tariff 
revision,  effective  August  10,  and  also  from  the  commercial  treaty  with  Hun- 
gary, effective  August  14,     It  seems  probable  that  the  present  low  level  of 
textile  business  will  continue  in  both  Czechoslovakia  and  Austria  except  for 
a  temporary  improvement  which  may  take  place  in  the  immediate  future,  accord- 
ing to  G.  C.  Haas,  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  Berlin. 
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EXPORTS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS  FROM  THE  UNITED  STATES ,  1925-26 

The  exports  of  agricultural  products,  excluding  forest  products,  fron 
the  United  States  during  the  fiscal  year  1925-26  amounted  to  $1,892,000,000 
which  represents  a  decline  of  17  per  cent  from  the  previous  year  but  is  larger 
than  any  other  year  since  1921-22,     In  1925-26  these  products  made  up  41  per 
cent  of  the  total  exports  from  the  United  States  as  compared  with  48  per  cent 
m  1924-25  and  44  per  cent  in  1923-24.    The  decline  in  the  value  of  the  exports 
was  proportionately  larger  than  the  volume  on  account  of  lower  prices  for  some 
of  the  principal  commodities.    When  forest  products  are  included  with  other 
agricultural  products  the  exports  comprised -44  per  cent  of  the  total  exports 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  against  51  per  cent  in  1924-25,    The  principal 
declines  were  made  in  grains  and  grain  products  and  cotton  while  important 
increases  were  registered  in  the  exports  of  tobacco  and  fruit. 

Grain  and  grain  products 

The  total  exports  of  grains  and  grain  products  were  valued  at  $264,202,000 
in  the  year  ending  June  30  compared  with  $522,575,000  in  1924-25,  a  decrease  of 
about  50  per  cent.    In  this  group  the  declines  in  wheat  grain  and  flour  were  par- 
ticularly noticeable.    The  falling  off  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  small  wheat 
crop  in  the  United  States  last  year  which  materially  reduced  the  exportable  sur- 
plus.   Corn  was  the  only  grain  to  show  an  appreciable  gain  in  exports  over  the 
preceding  year.    The  increase  in  the  exports  of  this  item  from  8,460,000  bushels 
in  1924-25  to  23,137,000  in  1925-26  resulted  from  the  relatively  large  crop  in 
1925  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year  together  with  .relatively  low  prices. 
The  export  price  of  corn  during  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $.92  per  bushel  compared 
with  $1.25  during  1924-25. 

Cotton 

The  volume  of  unmanufactured  cotton  exported  from  the  United  States  during 
the  year  ended  June  30  was  about  200,000  bales  less  than  in  1924-25  but  larger 
than  in  any  preceding  year  since  1919-20.    The  lower  price  for  cotton  last  year 
caused  the  decline  in  the  value  of  the  shipments  to  be  relatively  larger  than  the 
decline  in  volume.    The  outstanding  feature  of  the  cotton  export  trade  was  the 
•inctease;.in  the  shipment  to  J$»pan.  In  1925-26  the  exports  of'all  unmanufactured 
cotton  to  Japan  amounted  to  1,107,000  bales,  the  largest  shipment  on  record.  In 
1924-25  exports  to  Japan  amounted  to  830,000  bales  while  before  the  war  the 
annual  average  shipments  were  less  than  300,000  bales  a  year.    The  demand  in  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Germany,  the  only  countries  which  now  exceed  Japan  as  markets 
for  American  cotton,  showed  some  decline  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Practically  all  other  important  European  markets,  except  Spain,  took  smaller 
quantities  during  the  last  fiscal  year  than  in  1924-25.    Exports  to  Canada  and 
China  were  larger. 


Tobacco 


More  tobacco  was  exported  from  the  United  States  at  higher  prices  last 
year  than  in  1924-25.    The  increase  in  the  volume  and  value  of  the  exports  of 
bright  flue-cured  tobacco,  the  principal  cigarette  type,  was  particularly  note- 
worthy,   This  type  last  year  made  up  over  60  per  cent  of  the  total  exports  of 
leaf  tobacco.    The  United  Kingdom  continuea  to  be  the  leading  market  for  American 
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leaf  tobacco,  taking  35  per  cent  of  the  shipments  iron  this  country  last  year 
while  China  was  the  next  largest  market  talcing  18  per  cent  of  the  United  States 
shipments.    The  increase  in  the  shipments  of  cigarette  types  of  tobacco  to  China 
is  the  feature  of  the  United  States  e:cports  of  tobacco* 

Fruit 

Fruit  constitutes  the  only  important  class  of  agricultural  products,  out- 
side of  tobacco,  to  show  any  appreciable  increase  in  exports  during  1925-25  over 
the  preceding  year.    The  total  value  of  the  fruit  exports,  including  fresh,  dried 
and  canned,  was  $105,000,000  last  year  as  compared  with  $85,000,000  in  1924-25. 
In  spite  of  unfavorable  conditions  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  principal  market,  the 
exports  of  apples  from  the  United  States  showed  an  appreciable  increase  over  the 
preceding  year.    The  value  of  the  shipments  of  barreled  apples  increased  about 
$2,200,000  Y/hile  the  value  of  the  exports  of  boxed  apples  was  about  $1,200,000 
greater  in  1925-26  than  in  1924-25.     The  exports  of  oranges,  which  go  largely  to 
Canada,  showed  a  slight  increase  but  the  shipments  of  grapefruit  were  smaller 
in  volume  but  larger  ,ih  value.     The  continued  increases  in  the  exports  of  rais- 
ins features  the  dried  fruit  trade.     The  exports  of  raisins  last  year  amounted 
tc  135,C27,000  pounds  valued  at  $10,247,000,  a  record  movement  of  this  commodity. 
The  United  Kingdom  took  32  per  cent  of  these  exports  and  assumed  first  place  as 
a  market  for  this  commodity,  displacing  Canada  which  in  the  past  has  usually  been 
the  leading  market.    The  increase  of  about  20,000,000  pounds  in  the  exports  to 
the  United  Kingdom  last  year  compardd  with  1924-25  is  particularly  noteworthy 
in  view  of  the  increasing  competition  of  Australian  raisins  in  the  British  mar- 
ket.    Shipments  of  prunes  declined  in  volume  but  increased  in  value.    The  exports 
to  Germany,,  which  in  former  years  has  been  by  far  the  most  important  market  for 
American  prunes,  decreased  from  55,000,000  pounds  in  1924-25  to  19,000,000  pounds 
in  1925-26,  largely  on  account  of  the  increased  German  import  duty  on  prunes. 
Exports  to  France,  which  was  the  largest  market  for  American  prunes  last  year, 
were  about  double  those  of  the  preceding  year  and  shipments  to  the  United  King- 
dom and  Canada  also  increased.    The  exports  of  canned  fruit  increased  from 
201,000,000  pounds,  valued  at  $21,000,000  in  1924-25  to  267,000,000  pounds  val- 
ued at  $27,000,000  in  1925-26.     The  United  Kingdom  took  70  per  cent  of  the  canned 
fruit  exports  last  year  compared  with  78  per  cent  in  1924-25.  . 

Pork  products 

The  exports  of  bacon  and  ham  from  the  United  States  declined  considerably 
in  volume  but  the  value  of  the  shipments  was  fairly  well  maintained*  Declines 
7;ere  registered  in  the  exports  to  practically  every  important  market  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom.    Lard  exports  also  shov;ed 
marked  declines.     Shipments  to  all  important  European  markets_fell  off  but  Latin 
American  countries,  which  are  assuming  more  importance  in  our  lard  trade,  all 
took  larger  quantities  except  Cuba, 

Dairy  products 

The  exports  of  both  butter  and  cheese  declined  greatly  during  the  last 
fiscal  year  as  compared  with  1924-25.    The  decrease  in  the  shipments  of  both  of

these  products  to  Europe,  and  particularly  the  decline  in  Cheese  exports  to 
Germany,  were  particularly  significant*    The  continued  decline  in  the  exports 
of  "butter  and  cheese  "bears  out  the  belief  that  the  long  time  trend  of  the 
foreign  trade  in  dairy  products  is  toward  an  increased  net  importation.  The 
exports  of  eggs  showed  a  substantial  increase  during  the  past  fiscal  year  over 
1924-25. 


INDEX  NUMBERS  OF  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS

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STATE  OF  BAHIA,  BRAZIL,  SUBSIDIZES  FRUIT  EXPORTS 

The  Diario  Official  of  the  State  of  Bahia  published  under  date  of  August  11, 
1926,  the  text  of  law  No.  1,915,  which  provides  for  State  subsidies  to  individuals 
or  companies  installing  modern  plants  for  the  classification,  cold  storage  and  pack- 
ing of  fruit,  according  to  a  report  received  from  Consul  Howard  Donovan,  at  Bahia. 
The  noteworthy  features  of  this  law,  briefly  summarized,  are  as  follows; 

The  amount  of  the  subsidy  is  40  per  cent  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  the  necessary  machinery.    The  installation  must  be 
completed  and  in  working  order  within  18  months  after  the  signing  of  the  contract. 
Tne  subsidy  is  granted  under  the  following  conditions:  (a)  The  State  to  have  a 
first  mortgage  on  the  plant  and  equipment;  (b)  Amortization  in  ten  annual  payments, 
to    begin  in  the  third  year  after  opening  of  the  plant;  (c)  Interest  at  6  per  cent 
per  annum  to  be  charged  after  the  first  twd  years. 

The  installation  and  management  will  be  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,    Subsidized  companies  will  be 'obliged  to  prepare  and 
store  in  their  plants  fruit  belonging  to  third  parties  at  prices  stipulated  by  the 
State,    The  State  will  have  an  inspector  in  each  plant  to  take  charge  of  the  classi- 
fication and  grading  of  all  fruit.    The  Governor  of  the  State  will  employ  a  speci- 
alist to  take  charge  of  the  grading,  etc.,  of  the  fruit  as  well  as  to  assist  in  pre- 
paring shoots,  seeds,  etc.,  for  distribution  to  horticulturalists . 

The  State  will  distribute  annual  premiums  for  the  growing  and  exportation 
of  fruit,  as  mentioned  below.    These  premiums  will  be  open'  only  to  those  producers 
and  exporters  registered  with  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Planting 

Oranges:    One  thousand  milreis  ($150  at  current  exchange'  rates) 
for  each  3,000  trees  planted  after  August  9,  1926; 
this  amount  to  be  paid  two  years  after  the  date  of 
planting. 

Mangoes,  abacates  and  sapotes:     One  thousand  milreis  ($150)  for 
each  1,000  trees  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  for  oranges. 

Exportation 

1,000  milreis  ($150)  to  producers  or  cooperative  societies  which 
export  a  minimum  of  300  cases  of  fruit  in  one  year  packed  in  a 
manner  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  buy  machines  and  insecticides, 
with  special  reference  to  defense  against  ants,  for  sale  to  producers  at  cost  price. 
A  systematic  campaign  against  all  fruit  pests  will  also  be  organized.    The  Governor 
of  the  State  is  authorized  to  open  the  necessary  credits  and  to  take  measures  to 
guarantee  transportation  facilities  at  reasonable  prices. 

This  legislation  marks  the  first  definite  step  towards  the  exportation  of 
tropical  fruits  from  Bahia,    Oranges,  abacates,  and  mangoes  grow  in  abundance  and 
with  proper  grading  and  some  attention  to  their  culture  there  is  no  reason  why  Bahia 
fruit  should  not  command  a  ready  sale  abroad,  says  the  Consul,     The  fruit  sold  in 
Bahia  at  present  has  grown  wild  and  many  of  the  oranges  are  of  inferior  quality. 
The  chief  difficulty  in  the  carrying  out  of  this  legislation  will  be  in  getting  the 
producers  to  adopt  modern  horticultural  methods.     Oranges  grow  in  abundance  near  the 
city  of  Bahia  but  there  are  only  a  few  plantations  where  modern  methods  are  employed. 
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REDUCTION  IN  ESTIMATE  OF  1926  MOHAIR  CLIP  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA 

Due  to  very  serious  drought  which  has  lasted  for  a  year  in  most  of  the  goat 
farming  areas  of  South  Africa  it  is  probable  that  the  original  estimate  of  the  1926 
mohair  clip  will  be  considerably  above  the  actual  figures  states  the  Wool  Record 
and  Textile  World  of  August  26  quoting  the  Port  Elizabeth  correspondent.  The 
estimate  of  13,800,000  pounds  will  probably  be  reduced  to  12,000,000  pounds.  This 
is  due  to  a  shrinkage  of  probably  1,200,000  pounds  in  winter  hair  and  600,000 
pounds  in  kids.    There  have  been  enormous  losses  of  stock  in  some  districts.  Unless 
rain  comes  in  time  it  is  feared  that  matters  will  be  very  serious.    Some  farmers  are 
talking  of  not  shearing  at  all  for  the  winter  clip.    Last  year's  kidding  season  was 
an  exceptionally  good  one  and  had  the  stock  survived  it  would  have  gone  a  long  way 
towards    making  up  the  steady  shrinkage  in  the  clip  during  the  last  few  years,  and 
would  have  helped  next  year's  summer  clip  very  considerably  from  a  quality  point  of 
view.    Stocks  of  mohair  at  Port  Elizabeth  on  June  30  amounted  to  1,090,000  pounds 
compared  with  1,550,000  pounds  at  the  corresponding  date  last  year. 


SYDNEY  WOOL  SALES 

The  first  series  of  Sydney  wool  sales  for  the  1926-27  season  opened  in  that 
market  on  August  30  and  was  scheduled  to  close  on  September  8,  according  to  a  re- 
port forwarded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Foley,  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at  London, 
Approximately  73,000  bales  were  to  be  offered  during  the  series.    The  new  clip  was 
reported  to  be  sound,  well  grown,  heavier  in  condition,  and  the  majority  of  the 
wool  broader  than  last  year's  clip.    The  attendance  of  buyers  was  large  and  competi- 
tion keen  and  general  the  first  day.    Continental  and  Japanese  buyers  operated  free- 
ly and  Bradford  and  local  buyers  gave  good  support.    As  compared  with  last  Sydney 
sales  (June  24)  prices  opened  from  par  to  5  per  cent  higher  for  Good  Combing 
Merinos  and  5  per  cent  higher  for  Good  Skirtings.
